Gettysburg’s next postm aster, cer­ 
tain to be a democrat, has not been 
decided upon, democratic leaders 
here stated today. 
For several days rum ors have per­ 
sisted th at John McDonnell, local 
paper hanger and battlefield guide, 
would be appointed to succeed John 
H. Eckert who is serving as a hold­ 
over pending the appointm ent of his 
successor. 
“I know nothing about the ap­ 
pointm ent of Mr. McDonnell," a 
Gettysburg democratic leader said 
today. 
“I feel certain th a t if Mr 
McDonnell was selected for the o f­ 
fice I would have been notified of it 
long ago. So far as I know now, no 
successor to Mr. Eckert has been se­ 
lected.” 
Active Worker 
Mr. McDonnell's friends are m ak­ 
ing a strong bid for his appoint­ 
m ent to the office. He was form er­ 
ly county sealer of weights and 
m easures and was also a form er 
candidate for county treasurer. 
He 
has long been an active dem ocratic 
party worker. 
Several democratic workers arp 
seeking the lucrative post office ap­ 
pointm ent here—a t present paying a 
salary of $3,000 per year for four 
years—-but none have secured the 
universal endorsement of all party 
leaders, it is said. 
Those most frequently m entioned 
for the post besides Mr. McDonnell 
are Roy P, Funkhouser, H arry J. 
Troxell, Joseph 
A. 
Maguire 
and 
G rover Bream. 
There are others 
reported seeking the appointm ent 
but they are said to have been dis­ 
carded by those to be consulted on 
the appointm ent. 
Funkhouser Looms 
The recommendation of Congress­ 
m an Harry L. Haines will be recog­ 
nized by Mr. Roosevelt when he 
takes office as president M arch 4 . 
and it is felt certain here th a t Mr. 
Eckert will remain as postm aster at 
least until th at time. 
Mr. Funkhouser looms as the most 
likely candidate, if he will accept 
the appointm ent. He has been most 
active rn democratic circles, devot­ 
ing generously of his time 
and 
money to the democratic cause and 
local businessmen, of both political 
beliefs, feel th at he would m ake a 
successful postmaster. 
Mr. Funkhouser is non-com m ittal 
on the appointment.

ORGANIZE HERE 


Public Meet intr Will He Held 
At Court House, Friday, 
February 3. 


In an effort to organize a branch 
of the Tax Justice League of Penn­ 
sylvania in Adams county, a m eet­ 
ing of all interested taxpayers in 
G ettysburg and Adam s county will 
bt' held at the court house.

T paid nearly one hundred dollars for it some tim e ago—yet, I 
would not p art with it for a dozen tim es th a t am ount. I \yll probably 
pass it on to some place where it can be an inspiration to countless num ­ 
bers, long after the love in my own heart has been absorbed into the latent 
love of the earth. 
I like the idea of saving things, regardless of all argum ents against 
it. for it keeps something fresh and bright and eternal in the hum an 
heart, 
We live upon the love, thoughtfulness and labor of others—in dozens 
of ways th a t rarely, if ever, occur to us. 
In the little things th a t we save, 
we are rem inded of all this. 
But often we save too much. 
O ften m uch of w hat we have saved has 
passed its pow'er to intrigue and enrich our own particular phase of life. 
W hen this tim e arrives for any of us, we should quickly distribute to 
where our savings, and form er inspirations, can find the glow of love 
again. 
A very wise and unselfish, as well as shrewd student of hum an n a ­ 
ture. once collected as one of the loves of his life—precious books. 
But 
in his will was the command not to send them to a museum or cloistered 
library, where they would rest, unseen and unloved for m ost of the time, 
I but to send them to the auction room where they would be sold under the 
j ham m er to such as m ight love them most again, thereby to be distributed 
J to the m any, satisfying their th irst for the hunt and adventure, as they 
had done for him.
